Homesteaders Under Govern- 
“ment Project Shall Not Be 
Required to Establish Resi- 
dence Before Being Given 
Water. 


Spokane, Wash., August 13.—An an- 
sual appropriation of $10,000,000 for a 
period of five years to aid in trrigation 
work is asked for congress in resolu- 
tions adopted by the Nationa] Irriga- 
tion Congress today. This is perhaps 


-the most important recommendation in 


the resolutions adopted. Among the 
other resolutions made were the fol- 
lowing: 

That homesteaders, under a govern« 
ment project, shall not be reqtired te 
establish a residence before the gov« 
ernment is prepared to furnish them 
with water. , 

That the government take measures 
to drain swamp lands in aid of land 
reclamation and of public health. 

That the irrigation congress aid with 
other conservation organizations to 
bring about waterway improvements, 
reforestation and other like projects. 

The reclamation act to be extended 
to Hawaii. 

That the states pags laws regulating 
cutting of public and private timber. 
That the Mississippi deep waterway 
be developed. 

The committee turned down - the 
resolution asking a five-million-dollar 
bond issue, after a severe debate, in 
Which some of the Washington delé- 
gation upheld the meaéure. 

_No hint of the Ballinger-Pinchot 
difficulty came up in committee.

Mrs. Thaw Plans a Resi- 
dence at-Matteawan. 


Under New Order of Things 
Prisoner Will Be Given Bet- 


Mount Vernon, N. Y., August 196051 
Harry K. Thaw will go back to Mat- 
teawan Wednesday, August 18. Jus- 
tice Isaac N. Mills today signed the 
formal order recommitting him to the 


asylum on that date. He said that he 
allowed Thaw to stay five days more | 
at the White Plains jail on the plea 
of his mother. The justice’s recom- 
mendation that Thaw be granted privi- 
leges he enjoyed during the first three 
months at the institution was made 
mandatory and a part of the order. 

The order for Thaw's recommitment, 
brought from Justice Mills’ chambers 
here today by Deputy Attorney General 
Amos H. Stephens, provided for send- 
ing Thaw back to Matteawan “forth- 
with.” | 

_ Transfer is Delayed. 

The state authorities had planned to 
take him there this afternoon. When 
the document was submitted to the 
justice, Charles Morschauser, Thaw’s 
attorney, asked that his client’s trans- 
fer be delayed for a few days. 

Mr. Stephens raised no objection and 
Justice Mills granted the modification 
with evident satisfaction. 

“Mr. Thaw’s mother,” he seid, “call- 
ed me on the telephone this morning 
and asked that her son might be per- 
mitted to remain at White Piains un- 
til Tuesday. She said that there were 
certain matters she wished to arrange 
with him, which could be attended to 
better at White Plains than at Mat- 
teawan. , 

“Mrs. Thaw wants time, among 
other. things, to arrange for a, resi- 
dence at Matteawan so that she can 
occupy it as goon as her son returns,”’ 
said Mr. Morschauser. 

Thaw’s attorney then asked to fiave 
the suggestion in Justice Mills’ order 
that his client be restored to the privi- 
leges granted him at Matteawan prior 
to his first sanity hearing included in 
the order, and Mr. Stephens made no 
objection. The added clause permits 
Thaw to apply to the court for an or- 
der to this effect at any time he is 
dissatisfied with hie treatment at the 
asylum. , 

This closed the court’s proceedings. 

Bedroom eof His Room,

SUTTON PROBE 
COMES TO CLOSE 


Will Forward Findings to 


Washington. 


Henry E. Davis, Counsel for the 
Mother, Makes Stirring Plea 
for Justice to Dead Lieuten- 
ant, Who Was Denied Chris-| 
tian Burial---Other Speeches. 


Annapolis, Md., August 13.—A large 
audience was present this morning at 
the beginning of the last day of the 
open sessions of the court of inquiry 
investigating the death on October 13, 
1907, of Lieutenant James N. Sutton, 
Jr., United States marine corps. 

The attraction was the summing up 
by Henry M. Davis, counsel for Mrs. 
Sutton, and A. E. Birney, counsel for 
Lieutenant Adams, and possibly some- 
thing from Major Henry Leonard, 
judge advocate. Mr. Davis’ argument 
did, in fact, lead the judge advocate 
to speak, though briefly, and what he 
said was not in the nature of argu- 
ment touching the case. 

Mrs. Sutten Not Present. 

Members of the court were all in 
blue undress uniform, which gave the 
seene in the court room a more forma! 
air than when, as has been the caso 
hftherto, they wore white duck. 

Mrs. Sutton was not present at the 
afternoon session. It was explained 
privately tihat she had been so _ af- 
fected by the touching -references of 
Mr. Davis to her lost son, at the 
morning session that she did not feel 
able to appear in the afternoon. Mrs. 
Rose Sutton Parker, her daughter, was 
present throughout the proceedings, 
however, and followed the arguments 
with the closest attention. 

The court will sit tomorrow in pri- 
vate to discuss the findings, which will, 
when reached, be forwarded to the 
navy  depertment at Washington, 
whence the announcement of the re- 
sult of the inquiry will be made. 

The session of the court of iffquiry in- 
vestigating the death of Lieut. James N. 
Sutton, Uniteq States marine corps, 
reached the concluding stage today, 
when Henry E. Davis, counsel for 
Mrs. Sutton, the mother of Lieutenant 
Sutton, summed up his case. The an- 
nouncement of the judge advocate that 
he would present no argument, Mr. 
Davis said, placed upon himself a bur- 
den he had not expected to be called 
upon to bear. He would review the 
testimony only in the broadest man- 
ner, he said. 

Mr. Davis went back to the coming 
of Lieutenant Sutton to Annapolis, and 
alluded to him as a “mother’s offer- 
ing to her country’s service.” 

The Lieutenant’s Hopes. 


die referred to the lieutenant’s hopes 
and aspirations as shown by letters 
to his mother anq brother, and to the 
events of the day prior to the tragedy, 
his companions, etc., arguing that 
everything tended to negative the idea 
that Lieutenant Sutton contemplated 
stiicide. He criticised the composition 
of the original board of inquest, of 
which the recorder was Lieutenant BE. 
8. Willing, but for whose dereliction, 
Mr. Davis said, Lieutenant Sutton 
might still be alive. The board of in- 
guest, he said, acted with indecent 
haste, with no notice to Lieutenant 
Sutton’s family, placing upon him the 
brand of suicide, thus denying him 
Christian burial, according to the 
family faith, and consigning him to 
an unconsecrategd grave; stripping his 
parents of hope of a reunion with him 
hereafter, and condemning him, as they

Misses Caroline and Margaret Mid- 
dieton, who were in the habit of 
bathing in the lake, had _ invited 
Misses Bessie Pope, Jennie Knox and 
Julia Edmonds to accompany them to 
the lake. On arrival only the Misses 
Middleton and Miss Edmonds ventured 
into the water. Each was provided 
with “bathing wings,’ as none could 
swim without the aid of these arti- 
ficial floaters. 

Leas Than 40 Feet Out. 

After the three had been in the 
water for about 30 minutes, Miss Mar- 
garet Middleton came out of the wa- 
ter and dressed, while her sister and 
Miss Edmonds remained in the lake. 
Presently, Miss. Caroline Middleton, 
who had floated beyond her deptn, 
supported by her “wings,” began cali- 
ing for help, and, to the horror of 
the young ladies on the shore, it was 
seen that she had, in some _  unac- 
countable way, lost her ‘‘wings,’ and 
was rapidly sinking. She was less 
than 40 feet from the boat house at 
the time. 

None of the girls were swimmers and 
there was not a man about the lake. 
At the club house, some 20@ yards 
away, Were several negroes, but they 
mistook the screams of terror. for 
shouts of laughter, ang it was several 
minutes before they became aware of 
the young lady’s danger. 

Jim Thomas, a negro boy, caddy 
master for the club, was the first of 
these to reach the scene. He saw Miss 
Edmonds in the water screaming for 
help, and supposed that it was she that 
was in danger, and although he could 
not swim a stroke, he wraveiy went 
after her.

Recovery of the Body. 

Paul Wright and Stewart Maiden, 
who were on the golf links on the 
opposite side of the lake when the ac- 
cident occurred, appeared within a few 
minutes and dived for the body a 
number of times. It was more than 
15 minutes later, however, before the 
body was found, one of the negro 
porters bringing it to the surface With 
a boat hook. Life was already eéx- 
tinct. 

News of the tragedy had already 
been telephoned to the city, ang For- 
rest Adair, with Dr. Willis Jones, 
rushed to the scene in an auto. They 
arrived shortly after the recovery of 
the body. Several men had come up, 
and were working over the body, in 
the hope of restoring life. Dr. Jones 
took the work in charge, and for al- 
most an hour exerted his every effort, 
but to no avail. He stated that life 
was undoubtedly extinct when the 
body was recovered. 

Miss Middleton was one of six daugh- 
ters of J. S. Middleton, who is the At- 
lanta representative of the Aetna Fire 
Insurance Company, with offices in 
the Equitable building. Her father, 
who’ was in Columbia, S. C., at the 
time of the accident, was notified by 
wire, and-reached the city-at night. 

The body was removed from. the 
boat house to the undertaking par- 
lors of H. M. Patterson & Son. It was 
later carried to the family residence, 
where it will be held pending funeral 
arrangements.

La Paz. Bolivia, August 13.—The 
message to congress of President Fli- 
dore Vilason, after setting forth the 
injustice of the award handed down 
by Argentina in the boundary dispute 
between Peru and Bolivia, which he 
says places Bolivia in a delicate po- 
sition, concluded in these words: 

“We must proced circumspectly and 
be guided by international rights and 
the customs of civilized nations in 
similar cages.

$150,000 FIRE LOSS 
IN TOWN OF MILTON 
Arrival of Out-of-Town Fire-

Lynchburg. 


The big fire which has been raging for 
two or three days in the tunnel being 
built by the Southern railroad at 
Lynchburg does not in any way inter- 
fere with the passing of trains 
through that city. 

The ol@ Southern roadbed is 
use.

‘Middieboro, Mass., August 13.—To- 
morrow at noon Boston will be. be- 
- Sleged by an armed “enemy.” Land- 
ing somewhere ‘on the southern coast 
of Massachusetts, the hostile force 
will make every effort to. “capture” 
the metropolis of New England. 

The hope of the city in the matter of 
fefense and security lies with Brig- 
adier General William A. Pew, Jr., 
who has been designated by Governor 
Draper to command the entire force 
of Massachusetts troops. Despite. the 
fact that in the coming bloodless war 
the enemy, in fighting strength, will 
be nearly 40 per cent stronger, Gen- 
eral Pew has no feat that Boston will 
be “captured.” Major ‘General Tasker 
HW. Bliss will command the invading 
force. 

Both generals will follow closely the 
rigid rules of warfare. The automo- 
bile is to play an important part in 
the maneuvers, and as the enemy, or 
the army of the “red,” will be much 
stronger in this respect than the de- 
fending “blue” force, General Pew 
must use his wits to combat their ef- 
fectiveness. One plan he will adopt is 
unique. By his orders, Captain Charies 
S. Clark, quartermaster of the BHighth 
infantry, has secured a barrel of giant 
tacks, two inches in diameter across 
the head, and the same length on the 
shank. These are to be distributed on 
the sandy roads of Plymouth and Bris- 
tol counties, which may be used by the 
“red” army. 

During Saturday and Sunday there 
will be no fighting, but both generals 
will maneuver for position, and try to 
ascertain each other's real location. 

. Looks Like Real War. 

New York, August 13.—For a time 
this afternoon and evening it looked 
to New Yorkers: as though a real 
war was on. In  armories, on the 
streets, uptown and downtown, and at 
the water front, there were military ac- 
tivities in evidence, for three thousand 
militiamen from Manhattan, Brooklyn 
and New Jersey were embarking in 
real battle array for an attack on the 
south shore of Massachusetts, 

It is planged that the great Atlantic 
battleship fleet, which is safely off 
Virginia capes, has been sunk and 
that about all remains to conquer the 
United States is to make a successful 
invasion by land forces.

Declared to Be the Most Radi- 
cal Prohibition Bill That Was 
Ever Drawn --- Covers All 

- Leophol's for Evasion of the 
Laws of Alabama. 


- 


Montgomery, Ala., August 13.—By a 
vote of 45 to 31, the house today pass- 
ed the Fuller bill, pronounced the most 
radical prohibition measure aver drawn. 
When Mr. Fuller,called up the bifl he 
produced a number of ameadments, 


adding about 2,000 words to the al- 
ready voluminous document. Mr. Ful- 
ler says his amendments were intended 
to make it easy for officers to enforce 
the prohibition law. He explained that 
he had added to the prohibition adver- 
tisementg all pictures of bottles pure 
porting ‘to contain liquor or of brew- 
eries or distilleries. 
Physicians May Sell Alcohol. 

Another amendment was to allow 
licensed physicians of towns where 
there are no regular licensed pharma- 
cist’s store to dispense alcohol ab ex- 
cepted in the laws of the state. 

Still Another amendment was to de- 
fine what indictment for violating the | 
prohibition law shall contain, and 
what only is necessary to be included 
in the charge of maintaining an un- 
lawful drinking place. Another change 
makes uequivocal the right to destroy 
liquors seized when held in violation 
of the law. 

An important addition was to mgke 
prima facie evidence of guilt if 
liquors alleged to have been sold have 
the like color, odor or taste of prohib- 
ited liquors. 

All of the amendments presented by 
Mt. Fuller were adopted. The chief 
fight was made on the prohibition of 
newspapers from publishing liquor ad- 
vertising. Mr. Sanford of Talladega 
precipitated general debate with an 
amendmen; to strike out this clause. 

In answer to the question of Mr. San- 
ford, Mr. Fuller replied: 

“Yes, the bill will prohibit the sale 
of any newspaper publication printed 


in this state, or another state as well, 


which contains such liquor advertise- 
ments.” 

Suppress “Harry Thaw” Doings. 

Mr. Fuller said, in answer to Mr. 
Hoffman of Mobile, that he was in fa- 
vor of suppressing the accounts of 
“Harry Thaw’s doings,” and all things 
tending to degrade the peogie’s morals. 

Messrs. Pitts of Dallas, Benners of 
Hale, Jenkins of Baldwin and Bloch 
of Wilcox championed the newspapers. 
Mr. Jenkins charged that the whole 
temperance program was to furnish an 
@eue for candidates, since the “wind 
hag been knocked out of the railroad 
issue.” 

The Sanford amendment was tabled, 
by a vote of 38 to 36, and the main bill, 
as amended by Mr. Fuller, was then 
passed. 

Later in the day, the house passed 
the Ballard bill, after a heated debate. 

This bill is a compendium of the 
larger duties of sheriffs in the en- 
forcement of prohibition laws. It gives 
sheriffs. an extra expense allowance 
for ferreting crime. It makes the in- 
spections of all suspected drink stands 
compulsory, and to make report of 
same to the probate judge, who shall 
keep a record of the same. 

Duties Put on Sheriff. 

The sheriff may, when he has reason 
to suspect the drink places, arrest the 
allegéd violators, or begin equity pro- 
ceedings to close.. There are rigorous 
provisions which compel the sheriff to 
collect the names of all persons to 
whom have been issued United States 
revenue liquor licenses, and have them 
published, and provides for the im- 
peachment of the sheriff and solicitor 
when they omit any one of the numer- 
‘ous added duties imposed. 

Added to these prohibition measurésg 
was a favorable report in the house to- 
day by the temperance committee on 
the Mayfield ill. This bill compels 
every person coming into possession of 
any of the prohibited liquors in Ala- 
bama to keep a memorandum of who 
sold, gave away or disposed of it to 
him, and, upon written request of any 
officer of the law, the person shall 
product such memorandum.

Funeral of Colonel French. 

Washington, August 13.—The funeral 
of Lieutendnt-Colonél John T. French, 
Jr.. United States army, who died 
Tuesday, was held here, and the body 
interred in Arlington National cemeé- 
tery with military honors, Colonel 
French had a notable career as a tacti- 
eian and authority on military evolu- 
tions, and gained fame by his partici- 
pation in. Indian expeditions. For 
services during the Powder river ex- 
pedition under General Crook, he was 
given a metal of honor. In the Span- 
ish-Americgn war he received a brevet 
and rendered valuable services as chief 
quartermaster at Havana during the 
period of reconstruction following the 
war.

were compelled to believe, 
punishment. 

The speaker alluded to the _  inter- 
views had by Sutton’s sister, Mrs. 
Rose Sutton Parker, with her brother's 
fellow officers, to Lieutenant Utley’s 
“brutal assertion of hatred” of Lieu- 
tenant Sutton, and to her plea to Lieu- 
tenant Adams for help, only to remove 
the stigma of suicide from her broth- 
er’s name. He said the only recourse 
of the family was an inquiry, such as 
the one just closed, and he outlined 
the months of effort on the part of 
Sutton’s mother and sister to bring 
this about. Mrs. Sutton’s suspicion, he 
said, grew with the delay. It was in- 
tensified by rebuffs and  disappoint- 
ment, and turned into conviction, 
which found expression in denuncia- 
tion, which could not, he said, be 
théught strange. Mr. Davis said the 
tragedy did not follow a drunken 
brawl; that Sutton’s alleged former es- 
capades shed no light on the case. and 
that these and other matters shouid 
never have been brought into the 
case. He sketched the events of the 
evening and night, as shown by what 
he declared was uncontroverted facts, 
and criticised that part of the finding | 
of the first board of inquest, saying | 
‘From a@ thorough investigation end 
from the evidence before it, which it 
believes is all the evidence procura- 
ble,” decMring that a vast amount of 
testimony had not been brought out 
by the board of inquest, though easy 
of access. 

They Hated Sutton. 

Mr, Davis declared the firstthat im- 
mediately preceded Sutton’s death were 
not soughi by Sutton, but by the oth- 
who have’ on the witness stand 
acknowledged bitter enmity against 
Sutton. He pointed to the marked dif- 
ference in the testimony of Lieutenants 
Adams, Utley and Osterman and others, 
and declared that Sutton, after going 
to camp and arming himself for self- 
protection, counsel contended, returned 
toward the scene of the fight merely to 
recover his clothing. 

He ridiculed the ‘idea that Sutton 
killed himself because he thought he 
killed Roelker, saying the evidence 
shows there was no appreciable inter- 
val between the exclamation, “he has 
killed Roelker”’ and the’ firing of the 
fatal shot. Mr. Davis declared that 
parts of Lieutenant Adams’ testimony 
are pure invention, and pointed out- 
conflicts in the testinrony of other of 
the young lieutenants. Adams, he in- 
sisted, had to all tMmtents and purposes 
admitted his guilty relation to the 
death of Sutton. Sérgeant DeHart, he 
charged, committed before this court 
the most flagrant perjury. The mystery 
as to-the whereabouts and possession 
of the smaller weapon belonging to 
Sutton between the time of the fatal 
shooting and its coming into possession 
of Colonel Doyen, provéd its close 
connection with the crime. and he de- 
clared the unidentified hand that gave 
that revolver to Sergeant DeHart was 
stained with blood. According to De- 
Hart's testimony, only Liewtenant 
Adams and Lieutenant Willing could 
nave handed-him the revolver, the law- 
yer said. 

Censptracy of Suppressicn. 

There was, Mr. Davis declared, a 
manifest conspiracy of suppression and 
falsehood to. help the living and 
blacken the dead. 

Taking up the description of the fatal 
wound given In the testimony of Sur- 
geons Pickerell and Cook, Mr. Davis 
contended that the infliction upon him- 
self of such a wound by- Sutton was 
absolutely impossible. 

Every indication, sald the speaker, is 
against the fact of suicide. 

The one pretended motive, he said, 
was Sutton’s supposed consciousness of 
having killed Roelker. This compels 
the assumption, he continued, that Sut- 
ton heard the remark about Roelker, 
and. believed it, and that he was in con- 
dition to act on that belief, all of which 
fs negatived by the evidence. 

Mr. Davis deciaréd he does not be- 
lieve that Sutton committed suicide, | 
nor that he fired the shot at all. 

He maintained that it was not his 
place to point out the hand that did 
kill Sutton, that function belonging to 
the court, but simply to show he did. 
not kill himself. 

Recess wag taken, as Mr. Davis con- 
cluded his address. 

Mrs. Sutton, Lawyer Birney. | de- 
' Clared, had earned the designation of 
an user. He reviewed half a 
statements that have appeared mar 
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Davis had charged, by imputation, et 
least. 
Mr. Davis interrupted to deny, ¢him,; 
but Mr. Birney inststed upon the-accu-, 
racy of his statement. He said- Davie. 
had ignored the evidence of all the 
higher officers, and would accept only 
that of non-commissioned officers, en-' 
listed men and civilians. Mrs. Sutton’ 
herself had cast the worst slur updos’ 
the memory of her son when she sald he 
would have, if insulted, “run and told 
the colonel,’ and not as he should hava, 
according to Mr, Birney, replied with 
a blow. Mr. Birney placed Lietyenant. 
Sutton in the attitude of a whipped 
coward. He pictured the now-famous 
automobile ride and the two fiet fights 
that followed it as they have been dé- 
scribed in the testimony of the Hewe- 
tenant witnesses, and declared Sutton 
had gone to camp and armed himeelt 
with the-purpose of doing murder. 

Again branding Sutton asa rank 
coward Mr. Birney strongly prateed 
Lieutenant Adams for his bravery 
when, as he had testified, Lieutenant 
Sut@n fired upon him. He fully jus- 
tified the treatment to which, accord- 
ing to kis cMent and his brother of- 
ficers, Lieutenant Sutton. wag  sube 
jected. 

Makes Attack on Sutton. 

Mr. Birney contrasted the grief of 
the mothers of the other young leuw- 
tenants with that of Mrs. Sutton. He 
then attacked Sutton asa breaker of 
regulations and a man of ebjectionable 
habits. The evidence of crime in -this 
case, he said, rested entirely upon. Mrs. 
Sutton’s “pre-ternatural vision,” and 
upon the flimsy evidence of ‘Dr. 
Schaefer, the expert on  gunghkhot 
wounds, which, he said, had been s0 
strongly. contradicted as to give it 
weight only in the mind_of an imbe- 
cile. 

That Lieutenant Sutton shot himself 
accidentally while drawing the pistol 
from under him. he said, was quite 
impossible. Rather, he deliberately 
committed suicide or shot himself while 
attempting to shoot someone else who 
was above him, perhaps on him, And 
this latter Mr. Birney declared to be 
suicide. 

He closed with a tribute to Lieuten- 
ant Adams and to the other officers. 

Major Leonard the judge advocate, 
said he rose to protest against twe 
points in Mr. Davis’ argument. He 
himself came here, he said, with every 
good wish for and willingness to help 
Mrs. Sutton and Mrs. Parker to bring 
every evidence possible before the 
court. They had not, as they should 
have done, given him al! the evidence 
and facts in their possession, but this 
he blamed not on the fadies named, but 
On their counsel. On the other hand, 
the defendants had given him every 
avgsistance in the presentation of the 
facts. 

Mr. Davis disclaimed reflection upon 
the judge advocate’s -conduct of the 
case, which Major Leonard imputed to 
him. 

Commander Hood, president of the 
court, then declared the inquiry closed. 

Mrs. Sutton said tonight that if the’ 
findings of the court of inquiry declare, 
as did those of the former board of in- 
quiry, that her son committed suicide, 
she will carry the case still further, 
though in just what way she is not 
now prepared to’*say. ,

The measure for the better protection of game in Georgia presents a 
somewhat different aspect. The failure “of the house of representatives to; 
pass this meesure after it had received a large majority in the senate means 


that at least another year must supervene before game protection in Geor- 


gia is an accomplished fact; and another year of slaughter will still further 
diminish the game product of the state. 

, With the probability of the enactment of this law in the tore twelve 
months, it would not be surprising if ‘‘pot-hunters’’ all over Georgia went 
at the task of extermination this fall with more vigor and determination 
than ever, »elieving this to be, possibly, their last chance. With the agita- 
tion for better game protection well started, they should never have been 
given this opportunity; still the effect of it may be to dissipate some of 
the ill-founded opposition to the bill on the part of certain members of the 
house. Another session should see the law placed on the statute books, and 
game in Georgia given a fair chance. 

Both of the foregoing measures had passed the senate and were ready 
for action by the house. There were others pending, also of primary import- 
ance, which had passed neither house, among which may well be mentioned 
the proposal to create the office of labor commissioner and to provide for 
the establishment in connection therewith of a statistical bureau which 
would be of untold ultimate value to the state. 

These measu-es, and one or two others which readily fall into the same 
class, might easily have been enacted without a suggestion of haste or the 
charge of scant consideration. 

Now that they have gone over, each member of the general assembly 
should make it his duty to give them such consideration before the next ses- 
sions convenes as will make possible prompt consideration and disposition 
of them. 

And that disposition, so far as the foregoing measures are concerned, 
should mean enactment.

A PROBLEM IN THE DOG TAX. 


There are many factors which will enter into the problem of the collec- 
tion of the new dog tax of $1 per head, upon which will depend the amount 


'}of revenue tp be received by the staté from this: source. 


No one can ‘possibly estimate now, with any degree of exactness, just 
what income the state will derive from dogs. It may be no more than 
$10,000, or it may be $25,000 or $50,000, and then again it might possibly 
go to; $200,900, though the latter figure is perhaps somewhat visionary. 

In the first place, the dog tax is very much like the prohibition law 
in one respect; its rigid enforcement in a particular county or section will 
depend largely upon the attitude of public sentiment. . 

If Bill Jones and Bill Jones’ neighbor assert that i: is a blank shame 
to attempt to tax Bill’s pointer dog or his hound pup, and there are enough 
of taose neighbors to count around about election time, tax receiver, tax 
collector, sheriff and all the rest are going to think a long time before they 


demand that Bill shall come across with a dollar or deliver up that dog to: 


the chloroformed sponge. 

On the other hand, if Tom Williams’ neighbors proclaim that it is a 
blank shame that Tom can’t keep any sheep because of the depredations 
of the dogs of low degree, and they prefer to see Tom raise his sheep rather 
than the other fellow keep the dog, it will, no doubt, be’a case of ‘‘23 for 
the canine.’’ 

Owners of valuable pet dogs and bird dogs will; as a rule, pay the tax, 
but how are the tax collector and the sheriff, even where they are deter- 
mined to enforce its collection,*to get at the average dog in the counry 
districts whose owner has no property and does not even pay ihe poll tax? 

Of course, there are not many men who, in making their returns, would 
swear they didn’t have a dog, if they did, to avoid the payment of the 
dollar tax, but there is a large percentage of the dog owners in the state 
who never make any tax returns at all. Is it reasonable to suppose they 
will walk up to the tax receiver’s office to retura nothing more than a 
twenty-five-cent dog for the privilege of paying a dollar tax on it? 

It looks very much as if it were going to be a game of dog-hunting for 
the tax collectors and sheriffs—that is, provided dog-hunting, in some cases, 
does not materially interfere with vote-getting, which is, now and then, an 
important consideration. 

Georgia has the dogs all right, but the question is, how many of them 
will pay the tax? 

It’s @ two to one shot that in many cases it will not even get a start 
on its way to the state treasury. 

This is, perhaps, the most interesting experiment Georgia has tried in 
the way of taxation in many years. 

And the statistics of dollars paid and dogs executed will be awaited with 
no tame or subdued curiosity.

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VAN EPPS’ NOTES TO THE HUPKINS CODE.

This is a sufficient guaranty for the completeness, accuracy and methodical 
arrangement of the decisions of the courts bearing upcn the sections of the 
code codified by Judge Hopkins, and will be found a highly valuable ¢om- 
panion-piece to that work. 

With Judge Hopkins’ Code printed and Judge Van Epps” ‘‘Notes ec! Deci- 
sions’’ to that code, Georgia will probably have the best code and notes of 
decisions thereto, and the fullest comnendium of the aw, contained in the 
best of the annotated codes of other states of the United States. 

The appearance of Judge Van Epps’ annotations to Judge Hopkins’ Code 
will be welcomed by all the inner. and lawyers of the state familiar with 
the subject.

 -‘Yesterday a delegation of a haif 
'dozen physicians, including some of 
the most prominent practitioners in 
the state, called on the governor and 
for, a half hour poured into his ears 
every imaginable argument to show 
why this official recognition of os- 
teopaths would be unwise and even 
dangerous. 

Among those in the delegation were 
Dr. Thomas J. McArthur, of Cordele, 
president of the Medical Association 
of Georgia; Dr. Claude C, Smith, of 
Atlanta, secretary of the association; 
Dr. John C. Olmetéad, of Atlanta, 
chairman of the légisiative committee; 
Dr. E. C. Davis. of Atlanta, chairman 
of the council; Dr. T. M. Hall, of Mil- 
ledgeville, member of the legislative 
committee: Dr. Willis F. Westmore- 
land, of Atlanta, president of the state 
board of health; Dr. Cyrus W. Strick- 
ler, of Atlanta, president of the Ful- 
ton County Medical Association, and 
Dr. L. B. Clarke, of Atlanta. 

These gentlemen protested that os- 
teopaths, before being permitted to 
practice. should stand the regular ex- 
amination required of applicants for 
physicians’ licenses. They said if a 
separate examining board was required 
for them, a bond to examine and li- 
cense Christian Science healers should 
be established. That osteopaths have 
exalted one particular branch of medi- 
cal treatment—and that a-small one— 
into a system of médical practice, was 
contended by the physicians, who 
thought it was contrary to the best 
interests of the public and dangerous 
to the public health to place these peo- 
ple on a par with the regular profes- 
sion.

The law was passed in 1893 and is 
included in section 1930 and succeed- 
ing sections of the code of 1895.

The issue of notes is restricted under 
section 1937 to “three times the amount 
of United States legal tender coin or 
currency deposited in said bank.” As 
the amount of such money carried by 
state banks of small capitalization is 
usually small, the currency issue would 
oniv be a nominal amount. 

The comptroller general, in discuss- 
ing the letter, directed attentios to 
the fact that the national congress, in 
a law designed to drive out state bank 
issues, had imposed a tax of 10 per 
cent on al! outstanding circulation of 
state banks. He thought no bank 
could find it profitable to issue its 
notes and pay this enormous tax.

Bird Lover Distressed. 

Several members cf the legislature 
who remained over in the city yee- 
terday were amused at a letter re- 
ceivec from Faceville, Ga... from a 
gentleman, who declaimed against the 
legislature for passing a law that pre- 
vented him from feeding his birds. 

He said tie +-~- a private bird ranch 
and understood the law would not al- 
low him to feed the birds. 

A member of the fish and game cém- 
mittee of the house said Mr. D—.-, 
of Faceville, had done the. legislature 
@ serious injustice, for they shad 
passed no such law. The fish and 
game law, which did not pass, had a 
provision prohibiting the sale of game 
birds. The idea was te keep people 
from feeding on other people's birds, 
rather than to keep them-from feed- 
ing their own birds. 

Mr. D—— writes: “I am giad this 
is the day for the legislature to ad- 
journ, or they might pass a law that 
I could not feed my hogs, or my 
mules. or my cows. or my family.” 


Colored Masons Protest. 

An earnest protest against the bill 
to abolish the Ancient Free and Ac- 
cepted Order of Masons of Georgia 
(colored) has been filed with Govern- 
or Brown. The bill makes it a mis- 
demeanor for colored Masons to meet 
Or tO wear a Masonic pin. 

In. a letter from H. R. Butler, grand 
master of the colored Masons of Geor- 
Sia, he insists that the order ~ was 
chartered by Great Britain in 1734, and 
is, therefore, 125 years old, and the 
Srand lodge of Georgia is 40 years 
old. The original charter Was grant- 
ed to Prince Hall, Boston - Smith, 
Thomas Sanderson and others, of Bos- 
ton. It is claimed that the present 
Georgia branch is legally descended, 
and that to take away its eharter 
would be a law impairing the obliga- 
tion of contracts which is forbidden 
by the constitution. 

The colored Masons of Georgia are 
today appropriating $3,000 annually in 
caring for their Orphans, says Butler, 
and these would be thrown as charges 
upon the state if the order were 
abolished; ‘property would be  eon- 
fiscated; and labor driven from the 
State. He expresses the earnest hope

Clemency for Hudson. 

The prison commission of Georgia 
yesterday recommended executive 
clemency in. the case of Charlés Hud- 
sop, of Crisp county, who was @on- 
victed in the city court of Cordele 
and sentenced to ten months for a 
violation of the state prohibition law. 
He had previously been fined for the 
Same offense, and put on the chain- 
Sang by the recorder. While serving 
this chaingang sentence, he received 
an injury which incapacitated him for 
work, and now cannot stand on his 
feet. On account of this injury, the 
judge who tried. him, the solicitor who 
prosecuted him and the county com- 
missioners of Crisp county recom- 
mended that he be pardoned. The gov- 
ernor will probably act on the recom- 
mendation of the prison commission 
today. 


Many Veterinarians Apply. 

The commissioner of agriculture has 
been besieged with applicants for the 
position of state veterinarian. To all 
of them he has been forced to return 
the crushing reply that there is no 
such office. 

The bill authorizing the creation of 
sueh an Office, and a salary of $2,500 
for the incumbent, was tabled in the 
closing hours of the last session. It 
did not become a law.

BY NATIONAL GUARD 


Major Palmer Pays High Trib- 
ute to the Georgia En- 
listed Men. 


The report of Inspector General F. 
L. Palmer, U. S. A., retired, as to the 
condition of the National Guard of 
Georgia, declares that there has been 
a general and undoubted improvement 
as compared with conditions last 
year, but points out a number of de- 
fects in the various military organi- 
gations of the state.

M. R. BERRY, 
Pioneer Citizen, Who Died Yesterday. 


Scales, are in Baltimore 
and have Seen notified of their father’s 
death. Until they are heard from 
there will be no funeral arrangements 
made. 

Mr. Berry was born in Lincotn coun- 
ty, North Carolina, on February 6, 
1823. He came to McDonough, Ga., 
when he was about 14 and was em- 
ployed in a store. He afterwards 
went to Alabama, where he worked in 
goid mines and later went to Talla- 
dega, again taking a clerkship in a 
store. . 

On account of the failure of his 
health he moved back to Georgia and 
started farming at Ormewood, a sub- 
urb of Atlanta. In 1853 he came to 
Atlanta to engage in contracting. He 
became a member of the Hayden, Healey 
& Berry Company, which afterwards 
became Healey & Berry, continuing in 
existence until the year 1883. 

During the period of its existence 
this firm had charge of the building 
of Atlanta's most prominent buildings, 
among which were the Kimball house 
and the Church of the Immaculate 
Conception. 

In 1883 he gave up the cortracting 
business and went into rea] estate and 
investment, and it was in this pursu 
‘that he built up a large fortune. ng 
holdings include many iarge blocks 
real estate and he was reputed to be 
worth between $700,000 and $800,000. 

The Jacobs Pharmacy building, the 
Daniel Brothers building, the Alcazar 
theater building and other buildings 
in Atlanta’s populous district were 
owned by him. : 

Mr. Berry was a member of the First 
Methodist church’ and was a prominent 
Odd Fellow. While he was interested 
in public movements, particularly those 
that concerned Atlanta, he never held 
public office nor sought any. 

He -is survived by four daughters, 
Mrs. E. P. McBurney, Mrs. H. P. 
Scales, Mrs. W. M. Crumley, Mrs. W. 
O. Wright, and. his daughter-in-law, 
Mrs. M. R. Berry. 

His wife and son, M. R. Berry, Jr., 
are dead.

ew York, August 13.—COTTON— 
After a dip in cotton prices, which 
sent them down nearly a cent below 
the recent high mark, there has lat- 
terly been an upshoot of roughly 50; 
points, followed by a recession. it 
has been a highly nervous market. 
The recent break was On long liquida- 
tion, improved crop accounts, rains in 
Texas, and a vigorous campaign for 
short account. eports, too, at one 
time, were persistent that Huropean 
trade was bad. American spinners 
held aloof. The outlook for the crop 
in the eastern belt was deciared to be, 
in the main, good. Fears were ex- 
pressed that the market would not be 
able to stand the weight of the early 
receipts of cotton, should spinners con- 
tinue to hold aloof, and with the gen- 
eral public out of the market and 
still smarting under declines this sea- 
son of from $4 to $6 a bale. Leading 
operators who, at one time, were ag- 
gressive bulls, have accordingly taken 
the short side, and, at times, the 
sales have hag a very depressing éf- 
fect. Latterly, however, what, with 
buying by Liverpool, the south, Wall 
street and Chicago, and improved 
trade in- Manchester and on the con- 
tinent, not excepting Russia, prices 
have had sharp rallies. Texas has had 
some rain, but according to the opin- 
ion of many, not enough. It is pre- 
dicted, too, that the next government 
report will be decidedly bullish. Liv- 
erpool of late has shown unexpected 
strength. Large spot interests have 
been buying that month, although it 
has also bought December and Jan- 
uary. But the liquidation of October 
“straddled” here, which involved the 
purchase of that month by Liverpool, 
has been a noteworthy feature. In 
fact, October has headeg the rally and 
pulled the other months with it in lo- 
comotive fashion. Besides, the local 
stock is rapidly decreasing, and may 
have to be replenished early in the 
coming season. 

Rumors that a strong bull pool had 
been formed were current late in the 
week, but were not very seriously re- 
garded. On the other hand, it remains 
to see how the market will take the 
early receipts. Many who are bulls 
for ultimate results, later in the sea- 
son, think that very possibly prices 
may sag for a time. Other people, and 
they include some experienced men, 
believe that with what they call a 
Texas crop disaster staring the mar- 
ket in the face, reactions can be only 
temporary, and an ultimate advance 


}to much higher prices is a matter of 


reasonable certainty. Today a break 
of over $1 a bale was largely due to 
rains in Texas, and an afternoon 
rally to Ellison's figures, pointing to 
an increased consumption in Europe. 
The closing was steady, notwithstand- 
ing private reports of copious rains 
in Texas, large receipts of new cot- 
ton at Houston, and an unexpectedly 
large movement into sight for the 
week. 

SUGAR—The sugar trade has found 
the past week exceedingly disap- 
pointing from the standpoint of busi- 
ness, and brokers complained of the 
indifference of the distributers to re- 
quests for assortments on old con- 
tracts, drawing the inference that the 
supplies of grocets are large. The 
predicted stimulus in the shape of an 
advance in refined by the larger in- 
terests did not put in appeatance, and 
the brokers who rushed in discretion- 
pains, the 4.80-cent net rate being un- 
move, had their trouble for * their 
ary orders, in anticipation of such a 
changed. Since the difference be- 
tween raw and refined sugar is now 
only 68 points, the rise in granulated 
is considered almost a certainty in the 
near future, the miargin being too un- 
profitable for this time of the year. 
Possibly, if refiners secureg a few 
cargoes of Java sugar at concessions: 
from present asking prices, they 
might be more inclined to put up the 
manufactured product, but naturally 
they do not wish to stimulate the raw 
market. Sellers of Javas, however, 
have been raising the price iIn* s¥m- 
pathy with Europe. 

The dull, refined situation is the only 
rift in the clouds, so far as the views 
of sellers of raws go. They figure that 
refiners must purchase 150,000 tons of 
Javas for the fall meltings of sugar, 
the present stocks being equal to only 
six weeks’ supplies, or enough to carry 
them through October. Cuban sugar 
is about at an end, a few centrals 
grinding spasmodically, but the federal 
purchased a fair amount this week at 
a 4.!i-cent basis. It is possible the re- 
finers will wait for the new crop Eu- 
ropean beet, which will come along in 
October, but the present price for that 
option is about as high as Javas. 

RICE-—-The rice market is a between- 
seasons affair, and the trade finds busi- 
ness dull. Some _ replenishment of 
stotks by grocérs is noted, but,. natur- 
ally, no more old _ rice—Honduras, 
Japan or foreign grades—is purchased 
than absolutely necessary, pending ac- 
tive movement of the new crop. A 
few hundred pockets of clean have ar- 
rived from New Orleans this week, and 
found ready absorption from\ distrib- 
utors who want a taste of new rice, 
even though ful) pricés are asked—6% 
to 7 cents for fancy heads. Advices 
here regarding the new crop are de- 
cidedly promising, though the daily 
showers seem to be holding back re- 
ceipts at New Orleans. In fact, the 
liquidation of Japans here by local 
holders at concessions which mean 
good losses is based in large part on 
this expectation. One sale of 10,000 
pockets for export was noted recently. 
Dullness is awaited until next month, 
when an active demand seems reason- 
ably certain.

Affairs of Union Pacific About 
Only Matter Discussed in 
Wall Street. | : 


New York, August 13.—-Operators in 
the stock market today concerned 
themselves almost wholly with the 


of coming financial developments in 
this property continued to circulate in 
great variety. They were! so far 
lacking in authentic confirmation that 
the effect thinned out considerably 
and did not serve to hold the general 
list of stocks against the pressure of 
realizing sales, which were pushed 
constantly throughout the day. On 
the Union Pacific stocks themselves. 
the current rumors did not lack vig- 
orous influence, as shown by the day's 
advance to 215 for the common stock 
and 118 for the preferred stock. The 
special prominence of the preferred 
stock was due to stories of new 
claims discovered for that stock to 
participate in any plan for sharing 
the benefit of the company’s invest- 
ments, such as is pointed to by the 
reports that have been prevalent for 
the last few days. It is said that 
means might be found to retire the 
preferred stock on terms advantag- 
eous to its holders to clear the way 
for the common stockholders’ ex- 
clusivye claim to the proposed plan. 
The terms of that plan continued to 
be very vaguely outlined and the 
time of its adoption very indefinitely 
indicated in the rumors, while of au- 
thoritative announcement of the mat- 
ter there was hone. The appointment 
of a committee of officials of the com- 
pany to consider a plan for segregat- 
ing the investment holdings of the 
stock of other companies was made‘ 
some two years ago with an intima- 
tion that it would be taken up when 
condition became settled after the 
panic suffictently to make it feasible. 
The fact that such conditions might 
have been regarded as restored long 
ago led to a general assumption in 
the minds of the public that it had 
been abandoned. The discussion of 
the plan began to. be revived when the 
rise in the price of Union Pacific. had 
expanded it to a figure that made it 
unwieldy for purposes of ordinary 
stock market activity. A substitution 
of a new security for part of the old 
stock was then urged as promising the 
advantage of greater facility in open 
market dealings, even with no actyal 
change in the dividend disbursements. 
Union Pacific’s 10 per cent dividend 
now is expressly designated as 6 per 
cent from railroad operation and 4 per 
cent from income on investments. It 
was urged, furthermore, that an in- 
crease in the dividends, if allotted to 
different securities, would not seem 80 
sensational in a way considered un- 
desirable by financial managers, ow- 
ing to the effect in arousing public 
sentiment. The general strength of 
the market at the opening gave place 
to a spotty showing of advances here 
and there which thinned out untilethe 
Union Pacifie stocks were left nffieti- 
cally alone at the higher levels.” The 
preliminary estimates of -the  cur- 
rency movement also gave ground for 
some hesitation in speculative exten- 
sion.

New York, Augus 13.—Bradstreet's 
tomorrow will say that improvement 
is more manifest in genera! trade and 
industry this week, but there is stil 
present the feeling of conservatism 
hitherto noted, which makes: for small 
and frequent rather than heavy in- 
dividual sales. Developments have 
been largely favorable, chief among 
these the increased arrivalg of buyers 
in most markets, a greater disposi- 
tion to take hold for fall and spring 
delivery, a very favorable government 
crop report, the continuance of the 
marked strength in the security Mar- 
kets, and the growing firmness of 
the time money market. Trade with 
first hands in dry goods is fair, while 
jobbing trade expands most rapidly, 
and retail trade is now engaged in 
digesting the remnants of summer 
business. The railroad situation is 
improving, and idle cars are disap- 
pearing On the western lines as the 
winter wheat movement enlarges. In- 
dustries are active, iron and steel lead- 
ing, with ratlroads reported buying 
freely of rails, cars and locomotives. 
There is increasing evidence of grow- 
ing searcity of help in some sections, 
notably the coke regions, from which 
emigration was heavy during the de- 
pression. 

Collections show a little improve- 
ment, but as yet do not refiect the in- 
fluence of new crop marketing, Dos- 
sibly because of the farmers being 
busily engaged.
